The resignations 
of John P. Spaulding, James A. Ram- 
rill and Samuel Carr, Jr., were ac- 
cepted, and Messrs. Jay Gould, Rus- 
sell Sage, H.C. Hydeand A. E. Orr 
were elected directors in their places. 
Sidney Dillon, already a director, was 
elected President. The resignation of 
Vice-President Lane was not accepted, 
and he will be retained in that posi- 
tion. After a discussion of the situa- 


tion the meeting adjourned. : 
Just before the adjournment, the 


directors elected Gould and Sage to 
the Executive Co-nmittee, in the place 
of Adams and Rumrill, Hyde and Orr 
to the Financial Committee, in the 
place of Rumrill and Spaulding, and 
Gould to the Committee on Connect- 
ing Roads, in the place of adams.

It can be filed, turned, sawn, 
planed, drilled, tapped, polished, col- 
oredand varnished, anid, when subjected 
to moderate heat, shaped by pressure. 
It is insoluble in benzine, turpentinga 
water, oil, ether, cLlurofurm, bisalphido 
of carbon and other svivents, and is but 
slightly affected by the application of 
acids and alkalies. Pussessing these 
peculiar properties, and occupying an 
intermediate position between wood and 
metal, itis capable of being used for an 
immense number of purposes, and wiil 
douLtless play an important part in 
many manufactures. It is made in 
sheets, rods and tubing, both rigid and 
flexible. The flexible quality can be 
bent nearly double several times in op- 
posite directions without showing the 
least tendency to fray or fracture Its 
strength and toughness are remarkable. 

Among the many purposes to which 
celluvert has already been  suc- 
cessfully applied may be  wmon- 
tioned engine and pump valves, 
journal bearings, bushings, gibs for cn- 
gine cross-beads, friction goars, wasbh- 
ers, gaskets, nuts, bolts, tool handles, 
cog wheels, clock wheels, press plates 
for cloth, powder and oil mills, du:; 
guards, tubes and cylinders for various 
purposes, shoemakers’ fillings, glazing 
strips, baskets, roving cans, running 
board strips, traveling trunks, cbair 
seats, skate rollers, napkin rings, canes, 
set and “‘T” squares, French curves, 
and various forms and sbapes of non- 
conductors of electricity, with the 
range of possibilities by no means ox- 
hausted.—Paper World.

WHICH IS THE MOTHER? 


The Hen That Lays the Egg or the Hen 
That Hatches It? 

Which is the mother of the chick— 
the hen that lays the egg, or the hen 
that hatches it? This, says the New 
York Tribune, is a question just de- 
cided by Justice McMahon, of Parkville, 
a small but interesting suburb of the 
City of Churches. It is the first case of 
the kind known to have been brought 
into court, and by reason of its unique 
importance the trial has occupied much 
of the time of the presiding justice. 
The facts are thata Farmer McCaughn 
and Farmer Gormley are next door 
neighbors, and their henneries adjoin 
each other. Farmer McCaughn owns 
choice game birds, but the. fowls be- 
longing to his neighbor are of the ordi- 
nary farm-yard standard. It was testi- 
fied that one of Farmer McCaugn's hens 
scrambled over the fence and indis- 
creetly, if not wickedly and feloniously, 
did lay two eggs, at divers times, on 
Farmer Gormley’s premises. The tri- 
umphant note which heralded this ma- 
ternal achievement did not suggest to 
Farmer Gormley the propricty of pick- 
ing up the eggs and delivering them 
into the possession of the owner of the 
hen. On the contrary, be promptly put 
them under a sitting ben owned by him- 
self, and in due course of time they were 
hatched. 

So soon as their feathers and little red 
combs began to grow FParmor McCaughn 
observed that these dubious chickens 
were full-blooded game birds, like those 
of hisown hennery, and he made a de- 
mand for them. Parmer Gormley de- 
nied the claim of ownership with em- 
phasis and disdain. Then Farmer Mc 
Cangbn summoned his chicken-raising 
‘bor before the. court for trial, and 
issue was joined. The question was not 
between hen and hen, but between 
farmer and farmer; Or, rather, it was a 
question as to whose hen was the mother 
of the chickens. Now, ordinary common 
sense would suggest that as the hatch- 
ing of the chickens was a mere mechan- 
ical process, chiefly dependent upon 
caloric, as science has demonstrated 
most thoroughly, it is notcharacteristic, 
or necessarily even suggestive, of moth- 
erhood. .The sitting hen is unquestion- 
ably an efficient incubator, and so, too, 
would bea rooster if you could get him 
to sit long enough; but who would pre- 
sume to say that a rooster could become 
a mother, even if he should hatcha 
dozen broods? Justice McMahon has 
decidéd that Farmer Gormley must sur- 
render the two chickens to Farmer Mc- 
Caughn or pay to him the full amount 
of their value. But is not Farmer 
Gormley entitled to pay for the labor 
and services of his hen in hatching the 
eggs? The decision of the justice is 
righteous as to the main point at issue, 
but he seems to have overlooked the 
propriety of a counter claim. We ad- 
vise Farmer Gormley to appeal. 


PECULIAR MANIA. 


An Austrian Kieptomaniac Whose Weak- 
ness Was Handkerchiefs. 

Probably no uncivilized man believes 
in kleptomania, says the Hospital. Even 
among civilized peoples many persons 
smile incredulously when they are told 
of the acts of kleptomaniacs. They 
know better; the kleptomaniac is a thief 
with a fine name, and the name has 
been invented for the purpose of screen- 
ing the higher classes who indulge in 
low vices. 

Butacase has been brought to light 
recently which ought to convince the 
most skeptical. A man was arrested @ 
short time agoin the act of stealing a 
pocket-handkerchief from a lady in a 
Vienna suburb. In his sane days he had 
been a prosperous banker, but a mania 
for cambric handkerchiefs siezed upon 
him and proved his ruin. It was his 
habit to accost ladies in the street and 
offer to buy their pocket-handkerchiefs. 
If they refused he used toget angry and 
offer higher and higher prices until a 
bargain was struck. Many ladies—could 
they have been ladies?—traded upon 
bis madness, until at last all his money 
was spent and he became a bank- 
rupt. But bankruptcy did not cure his 
mania, for, no longer having money to 
pay for pocket-bandkerchiefs, he took 
to stealing them and was sent to prison. 
For five years nothing was heard of his 
depredations, and it was believed that 
his imprisonmenthad cured him. But 
a short time ago he was discovered at 
his old tricks. 

When arrested he had fifteen cambric 
handkervhiefs in his possession, all of 
which he confessed to having stolen 
within an hour. In his bedroom four 
hundred and thirty-four cambric pocket- 
handkerchiefs were found, and it is be- 
lieved that many more were concealed 
in hiding-places which he refused to re- 
veal. He has never been known to steal 
any thing else, nordoes he seem to have

appeared very properly sent him to a 
mad-house and not to prison. Thiscase 
is absolutely convincing, and probably 
no one who reads it will in future doubt 
the fact of kleptomania.
